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1. The Tuba matal and bakelite plant is on Karaiska Street 20, Ljublj ana . Prior 
to its nationalization* it was known as the Lajevic in Volta Bakelite Plant 
and was owned by Hilvoj Lajovio and Enginear Vovk. The Tuba plant is now under 
tne jurisdiction of the Metal Industry Department of the Slovene Ministry of 
Industry . The plant receives its current from the Slovene State electric 
power line. 


2. Production includes metal and bakelite tubes? shells for rifles, pistols and 
machine guns? bakelite parts for the electrical industry? and unspecified sroa! 1 
metal parts. Daily production capacity is 80,000 small-arm shells in sixteen 
hours, of which a 200-ton press alone account® for 20,000 shell®. Two hundred 
kilograms cu. phanol-aldehyde (bakelite) products are turned out every sixteen 
hours. Workers are divided into two eight- h wr shifts. 

3» Products are shipped as follows ; 

a. Small aim shells are sent to the Tito Military Technical Institute, Sarajevo. 

b» Bakelite fittings and electrical devices are sent to the Precision Tlachinary 
and Electric Factory, Kranj. 

e. Brass and bak elite tubes and plates are sent to unspecified plant® in 
Yugoslavia. 

h» The Tuba plant receives the following raw and part2y finished products* 

a. Aluminum, brass and tin from the Impel metal factory, Slovenska Bis trice. 

b. Black bakelite powder (artificial pitch) from the Perunika plant at Radnicka 
Street, Zagreb.
